Many nf the ulil sayiiiLjs whicli n'oro 
rocL'ivod Ipy our fathois as i^oa|)el truth 
are now fiilliui^ into disrepute. One of 
them is " Murder will out." There was 
a time when it was believed that it was 

■ jnippssible, or very nearly impossible, for 
the murderer to conceal bis crime. The 
body of hi.'j victim, it was believed, wuukl 
bear witiioas againsthini. If heshouldhai)- 
poii til touch it, its Wdiiuds would opoii 
nfrubh and the blnod would tluw freely. 
All iiiiLiire, auiiiiate and inaniiiiatt!, 
unito til doiiDimco him iind briiiL' hiui to 
ju.stico. The \'cry L;i(iuiid liu v-alliod en 
w.iH ri'.-idy t'j liijar ti-stiiiinnj' to liis guilt, 
and the niL'aii.s he .took to conceal his 
crime beoime the strongest- evidence 
aKainat him.' . Even if he should eliide 

' ;^stice for a while nn'unquiet conscience 
or some accident would reveal to the 
world tb:it he had taken the life of his 
fellow man. The mark of Cain was up- 
on him and he would {{o throutjh the 
world suspected and shunned. All tins', 
and more, was tiniily believed by our 
forcfiithera, and it is by no nieims im- 
probable that the coiiviction that 
it was impossible to conceal 
a- nmrder, a conviction bold 
by the murderer hiipself, as well as others' 

.'(if .his ^bn^ratiou, often led to the discov- 
ery of tlio. raurdocor. But in these dpys 

- of newspapers and railways and tele- 
graphs, when oveiytliing that happens in 
all parts of the civilized W(U'ld is known 
to the poo])lo of other iiarts almost as 
soon as it takes i)lace, it is known that 
many suddeiil)' ami unaccountably di.sap- 
]jear fmiii their lioiiie.s ami haunts and arc 
never lieard of again. The Ijodics of per- 
soiiH who Iiavo died by violence have been 
found and how they came by their deaths 
bos always remained a ■ mystery. Who 

^kuDwsho.w often those vr\io appear to die 
natural deaths are the victims of greed or 
jealousy or hate ! The frequency of un- 
accountalilo (lisap])ear:inco8 is seen when 
a body which c.aniiot bo iin mediately 
ideptilied is found in Ijondon or New 
York <ir any other great eimtre of jiopula- 
tion. The luimber nf [lersons who come 
t^j see if the iiiifni t iiiiat l' is not some rela- 
tive or fiieiul, or aci|Uaint,'iiice, who has 
heen missing is»a«toni»hing, ThedifUculty 
of liiiding outa niiirderur who has com- 
mitted a crime under circmustaiioes which 
^ne would i)6 ajit t(j s;iy beforehanil 
would Ijead to jirompt and certain 
discovory Is «trikhigly oxeinplified in tiie 
\Vliili <:hapel miinleis in England and the 
liall. poii'cining ease in the Dominion. 
Who eonlil believe ill it a .silccession of 
hfUTibh' murders would be almost openly 
commilleil ill a thickly inhabited part of 
theeily n| bomloii ^^■i(llollt a single i-liie 
to the murderer being found.

were eipi.-illy at fault. Not a trace of the 
perpetrator of the crimes has been found, 
and if ho refrains 'from committing 'fresh 
murders it^ia moat likely that ho will

In the lii'le town of Gait whote ovovy 
one knows ^ every one wise; where the 
nature and bccupation imditho movonients 
of ovory inhabitant are known to a vCry 
conaidorablo proportion of its iiopuliition, 
poisoned tandios are sent to tu-o families 
through the [lostollice, and ii child in one 
of 'hem falls a victim to the iiondisb de-

Enquiry snenis to in'ako the 
mysteiy still moro profoinid. . Many liavc 
their theories, but so far as is yet known, 
not a particle of evidence has been dis- 
covered to indicate whore tlie murderor is 
to be found. Murder will not out in 
either of these apparently simple cases. 
The trained'ofiicers of juaticOrin. the grant 
city of London seem 't<> be quito m 
powerless as tho inexperienced constables 
and detectives in the retired Canadian 
village. It seems just as if the innrdurers 
in both tho city and the village will 
escape in spite of all that can be douo to 
tiace them. It ni.".y, however, be prunia- 
turo to apeak conlidcutly just yet, but if 
they do tho failuro to diaoorer' tli6m will 
only add' other proofs to " those" that 
already exist of the fallacy of the old 
proverb " Murder will out."

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TRADE COMBlNA'l'IONS. 

Trusts and other trade eoialjiualions 
more or less extensive are features of 
inudern commorco with which legislatures 
tind it e.vceedingly dillicult to .deal. Thoy 
are not illegal but their opumtioii is pre- 
judicial to the gonornl welfare. They aru 
fornix 1 to limit production and to strangle 
couipetitioii. Thii.se who organize tlicni 
in cmiaideriiig wliaL ihey regard as the in- 
terest of their parlieiilar business overlook 
tho inturestsof I lie eousuiui iig puhlic treiii 
whom they diM-ive their .-(upport, or to 
speak more accuratolj', they sacritice die 
public interest i^i order to accomplish their 
private ends. If the object of all the 
"combines," threat iindamall, nrh auulyaed 
it will bo found to be simply to iucroaso 
their gains at the e.vpunse of the great 
body of consumers. This both in the 
L'nited States and the Dominion of Can- 
ada is the more iiiii |iiiliius .-is nearly the 
wdioie of tlie uium pidistie orgaiii/.al ions 
are formed of industries wliieli h:i\e lieeii 
iiurtureil and are slill. !n .-i great 
tent, maintained .'il llie piihiu' 
expense. Tliey ha\e nearly all grown up 
under a pruteutivu taritl" which shields 
them from the competition of tjie foreign- 
er, and now while they conibiiie against 
the public they still profit by the protec- 
tive [loliey which the taxp.-iyers, at a very 
coiisideralile saeritiee to llieiiiselves .and 
for their lieiielit, have est aldislieil. This 
abuse ot the proteetion extended to the 
members of the dillereiil Iriist.-i, rings .■iml 
other eoniliiiie.s, li.is ii.il iii.-iUy diSL;iish'd 
very many of the consmiiers on Imtli suits 
of the line, and thoy are looking abmit 
them for some nieaiis of depriving tjiem 
of their powers of ext-ortion. Tho ruad- 
iust, the simplest and the moat efl'octiial 
means is to tsike from thuni the protection 
extended to them by tho tariff. It is the 
hope of Counterueting the iiiiseliief done 
hy the trust.'? that ii.-is ',Miiied 
sup[)orters for t.-iritl' reloi 
.St.-itus. 'I'here are, howi 
while they desire to .see I 
of dill'erent kinds siipprei 
ing lo take from legitimate liomo indus- 
tries the protection which. they cmsidor 
necessary to their existence. In order to 
defeat the trusts and at tho samo time 
maintain prutectitni, tho Congress of 
the United" Status and the Legis- 
latures of some of the individual Status 
have instituted «n(|uiries into their work- 
ing. Tho Parliament of the Doiiiiiiion of 
Canada also appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate ami Report upon alleged com- 
hinations iu m.iniif.ict iires, trade' and iii- 
aurauce in Can.tda. The rep'irt of that 
oommitteu is b«fore us. It 'is a bulky 
blue book. Besides the Report, it con- 
tains tlie evidence upon which their con- 
clusions are based. Blue books are con- 
sidered very dry reading, but tho one be- 
fore is an exception to the rule. Many 
of the witnesses were onthusuiatic in their 
opposition to what they regarded as u.<- 
tortionate and oppressive combines and 
they wore eini)liatic ami not a lirlle i;ii- 
tertaining in the ex|jreasiidi nf ihrii views. 
There is, in spite of some eccoiitricities, a 
vein of strung eoiiimon sense ruiuiiiig 
through tho whole of their testimony. 
Most of them want to see fair play in 
trade. They con«idei*it contrary to jus- 
tice that men should, be allowed tn unite 
to keep up the, prices of commodities and 
bind themselves to sell at certain rates to 
a favored few and at higher rates to all 
who are outside the combination. This is 
how one of the witnesses, I\Ir. .lolm Rob 
ertson, of iNIontieal, expressed himself 
with regard to the sugar ooiuliination : 

" I claim as a British subject that my 
dollar is as good as your dollar. We 
have other combiiial Ions, but 1 claim that 
tho sugar couibinutiou is tho worst uoui- 
bination of them all. 1 am not admitted 
at all. 1 can not buy from tlieiii. I snp- 
|)ose they call it in Irelaiiil " boyeol ting. ' 
I don't know what tlieyciU it ben', I eall 
if conspiracy against. The injustice ol 
the thing i.s tli.-it a man cannot buy, ow- 
ing to the position in which he is jiliieeil, 
even if ho bad the money to pay for 
everything. Certainly any retiner hna 
the right to say to whom he shall sell, 
provided a ni,in has not sgot the 11101103' ti 1 
put up. If 1 iiave my money to put ii|i, 
in a public i:atablislniie' it, ^is I elaiin 
sugar reliiieriea are, pmleeted by law, wi 
have the I'ight to look to iIm' l.'iw m pr..- 
teet us, ami if I go there with tiiy .s I Oil 
I elaiiii that, my $100 is juat as go i'l 1 
that of any member of tho gpibi. 
That iirivilcge \\\\ have not ;.;ol, now. 1 1 
is t.'iken from iis (ilio ret.'iil gnu'orsl 
through the action of the guild and the 
reliiiors. 

iMi'. Alexander D. Fraser, alao a ret lil 

grocer, was a little more moderate in '..'ii' 
expression of bis views. 1 1 e eoiisidereil 
that it is iiiif.'.ir for the wlo.b'sili' de.-ib-i'.s 
and the leliners lo eiuiiliiiie In regnl.ii'e 
tlic pi'ici! of Sugai' and to lalo' in llioii 
hands the cmitfol of the iii.-irkel as far .-is 
that cominudity is ciuicenied. .\ memhei 
of the cotnntitr-oeBiiidtuhim, "'You.objuct 
to the wholesale trttd& having the cou- 
tr il !" Hia answer ^yas: 

" I do most decidedly. I consider mn- 
capitiU of money is as gdoil as theirs. I 
know I can puruliase goods in Kniopi?, 
France, fJerinany, and Spain and all uvoi- 
and do so, and handle '^oods that men in 
wholesale houses do mil t.iueli at all. I 
am able to |)iirelias.! goods I bei e i,.-) \U' II 
as tbey are, ami I feel that it is a li.ant 
ship that I am notable 10 do so here. In 
our buaineaa wu work bard from early 
morning until late at night) nndlconaidor 
it a hardship that we aix) not able to buy 
(mr supplies where we liku and at iiricci 
equal to/inybody." 

Mr. Fraser told the cmnmitlee wli;ii 
ov<!ry one knows already, which is, tli.it 
tile moro bu was forced to pay fin- his 
sugar the duurm- It would ho l,o his 
custouiei'a. With regard to Lhu Sugar 



t'diubiniitioii the iiuding tif the Coiii- 
111 it lee is : 

"Thus facts move this Grocers' (wholo- 
B.-ile), Guild with its several combinations, 
to be oljiioxious to tbo public interest, iu 
liniitin^^ conipotitioii . in enhancing prices 
and by the familiar use ot ita growing and 
facile powers tendiny to produce and pro- 
pagiite .'dl the evils of moiioiKily. Corlain 
ile.-ilers are refiisi'il admission into its 
ranks, othu'is are admitted and afterwards 
expelled, others again aro placed under its 
b.ni who from conacientious scrtiples or iu 
a spirit of iiidope idenco refuao to join 
them, Mi'rcliants wdio have been buyers 
on equal terms and with equal facilities as 
iitlier mercdiatits suddenly iiud tbomsiilves 
under the power of this conibiiiatioii." 

The eiiuiniittee however refrain frem 
.iiiogcstiiig K remedy ft^r what tbey admit 
to he evils, "■obnoxious to the public in- 
torest." 'J'hoy extended , their enquiries 
to several other alleged combiiiations,soine 
of wliic^ they report to be iiijuriims to the 
public interest and others are not so hurt- 
ful in their operation and influence. -Thoir 
general oonclusion is dxpreasod in the ful- 
h iwiiig paragraiibs: 

The Committee find "that the evils ])ro- 
duceil by cotnljinatiiiUH such as bave been 
enijiiired into, hav! not Viy any moans 
been fnllv ilevelopud as yet iu this eoiui- 
Iry, but Mulliciem, cvideiiee uf their injur- 
ious tenilencies ami elieets ia given tu 
ju.-itify legislative .letion for aiip[)ressiiig 
the, eviLs .iiisiiig from iheao and similar 
combinations and monopolies." 

It iiiay lie some time yet before the 
combines of the Dominion are considered 
of siillicient importance to become IhS 
subjects of repressive legislation, hut 
there is nuthiug suro^ than if protected 
industries continue to take advantage of 
fruedoni fi-oni foreign competition to np- 
presa the native consumer, the taritl', 
which gives thoni what is virtually .-i iim- 
iio|iuly lit the hiiiiie market, will be 
trauiei i .sii as to .uliii it t be fi ire i '.,'11 pi 1 idiicer. 
Tliev sbiiiild Like w.U'iiiuL; in lime .iiul Imt 
.-iliiise the privileges wliieb they bave 
1,11111,1 SI. prolitable. The [icople of this 
lioniiiiiou will not bmg subuiil to tho ty- 
ranny of trusts.

The hardest to report of all tbe Senators 
is Mr. Evwrts. The old gentleman, so 
famous for long sentences. Is wMiul broken 
and his voice is husky ami indistinct. He 
speaks slowly cijoimh, bur. he is so indis- 
tinct these days that people who have 
ln'iiid of his fame as an orator are dis.^p- 
polnteil when they go to the Senate 
chamber. ' 

Messrs. Incall.'), Fryp, Vest, Spooner, 
, Blackburn, Edmunds, Butler and others 
are qulle easy to report, .ts they speak dls- 
tiuody and deliberately, and nearly all of 
t.hehest Senatorial orators seem to h.ive 
fnllowc^l lire advice of'a once uoled elorn- 
ttoulst, who insisted that it was well for 
' blic speakers to "cnitivato tbe pause."
